WORK  OF  THE  YEAR. 

1491  In-Patients  were  admitted  during  the  year  compared  with 
1638  in  1945.  The  average  length  of  stay  of  each  Patient  was  12.8 
days  compared  with  13.4  days  last  year.  5053  Out-Patients  were 
treated  compared  with  4725  in  1945.  Out-Patient  attendances 
numbered  12,164.  The  reduction  in  the  number  of  Patients  treated 
was  due  to  the  restriction  on  the  admission  of  Patients  owing  to 
shortage  of  Staff.
